The hollow quill ends of the 
wing feathers — which measure 
some three feet long — were used 
by miners in Gold Rush days as 
convenient gold dust carriers and 
the birds were slaughtered for 
these improvised vials. 

Although the condor is as clum- 
sy as a cow when “grounded,” once 
airborne he is a marvel of aero- 
dynamic engineering; so much so 
that his flight characteristics have 
been studied by aviation engineers 
for decades. To date, man’s at-,} 
tempts to duplicate the condor’s 
flight in aircraft have been weak 
and inefficient imitations. 

A strictly monagamous bird, the 
condor couple will produce an egg 
about every other year. The nest 
is very simple, Mr. McLean says. 
“Tt’s usually just a shallow, na- 
tural hole in a cliffside. Even a 
depression in a rock outcropping 
seems to suit them.” 

The baby condor stays with his 
parents a year or more, and the 
egg is brooded and the baby fed 
apparently by both parents, who 
sometimes will abandon the egg 
and occasionally the young, if un- 
duly disturbed.

Mr. Rock says this prediction is 
based on the assumption that the 
international situation will remain 
the same, with no extension of 
armed conflict. 

He described the outlook as in- 
dicating that demand for farm 
products in the United States will 
continue strong in 1953, but the 
squeeze between prices and costs 
will continue, probably reducing 
the net income of farm operators 
somewhat below 1952. 

Important factors which point 
to continued high level economic 
activity for the nation include: 
increasing defense expenditures, at 
least until mid-1953; continued 
high level private investment for 
new plants and equipment; ris- 
|ing expenditures by state and local 
governments for roads, schools, 
and other public facilities, and 
continued high consumer spend- 
ing. 

Domestic markets for farm prod- 
ucts will continue generally strong 
although demand from foreign 
countries is declining. Sharpest 
declines in export during the 1952- 
53 marketing year are expected 
for wheat and cotton.
